On the morning of July 8, 1873, I 


•was sitting in the shade of our adobe 
ranch building on the bank of the South 
Platte, -when I noticed a man stagger- 
ing along the dusty trail to the north of 
the horse corral. 


"Some drunken pilgrim from Jules- 


bnrg, " I thought, for although Jules- 
bnrg was nearly 100 miles distant I 
knew that more than one tramp had 
there bought enough "tanglefoot" to 
keep him drunk until he either reached 
Denver or lost his scalp on the way. 


I regarded the man lazily until lie 


came so near that his head and features 
began to take definite shape. Then I 
saw with alarm that ois hatless bead 
was literally the color of blood and that 
his shirt front was marked with dark 
streaks. I got up and hurried to meet 
him. To my horror, upon a near ap- 
proach I discovered that he had not 
only been •wounded in the head, bat had 
been actually scalped. 


I will not attempt to describe his 


frightful condition. Jet he had full 
control of his faculties and began rapid- 
ly telling his sad story as I put my arm 
about him to steady his walk. 


He had been traveling toward Denver 


from the east, driving a light wagon 
•which contained only himself, his wife 
and a few household articles and pro- 
visions. They had camped on the river 
about two miles below our ranch the 
night before. About daylight, just as 
they were getting breakfast, they had 
been pounced upon by a party of mount- 
ed Indiant, who rode out from the 
mouth of a gulch close at hand and 
opened fire upon them. 


"I wns frying a pan of bacon," said 


the man — his name was William Rosa- 
mond — "when suddenly I heard them 
yelling. I looked up and just got a 
glimpse of them — a dozen or 15, I 
should say — when they began firing, 
and I felt what mrght have been a 
stioke on my head, and no more. When 
I woke up, I was the way you see me. 
The wreck of my wagon was there, but 
my wife and horses were gone. And so I 
staggered away, and here I am, and 
whether I ought to thank God I didn't 
see my wiio lying there dead is more 
than I know. I suppose they've carried 
her away a prisoner. " 


At the sight of the poor man there 


was in me a fury of desire to ponish the 
fiends who had so mutilated him, and 
when he begged me to go at once to the 
nearest post for help to rescue his wife 
I said: "There'snoneed. Astherewere 
only 12 or 15 we'll try it ourselves." 


"Bouse, rouse!" I shouted to my men 


in the hut. Fortunately there were in it 
five of them asleep. 


They roused instantly and were as 


surprised, horrified and fierce as myself 
at the dreadful plight of Rosamond. 
While I set about washing and dressing 
his wounded hend they bolted some food 
and coffee, saddled horses and declared 
they would follow tho Indians any- 
where, if only their trail could be struck 
and kept. 


The bnllet, I found, had struck .Rosa- 


mond on the temple near the left eye 
aad had not penetrated the skull, bnl 
had passed around under the skin and 
come out behind tho ear. 
Tho scalping 


knife had bared the skull on top in a 
circle about four inches in diameter. 
soon had the wounds dressed and band- 
aged; then, at his urgent request, we 
left the man to care for himself. 


With a two days' ration in our sad- 


dlebags and an extra pony for each of 
us we galloped away in pursuit of the 
Indians, and soon tound the wreck of 
the wagon beside tho trail some two 
miles from the ranch. 


After o thorough search for some dis- 


tance on every side, we became satisfied 
that Mrs. Kosamoud had been taken 
captive. Then we took the trail of the 
ponies of the Indians and of the two 
shod horses they had captured. 


As this trail led us across the sandy 


valley to the north we judged the party 
to be Cheyennes or Sionx, for Arapahoes 
or Comancbes would most likely have 
taken the opposite direction. 


Bow Legs, our expert tracker, for- 


merly a "pony express" rider, rode in 
advance at a jog trot over hard ground 
and at a gallop across the frequent sand 
tracts, all the time leaning forward, 
with his face beside his pony's neck 
and his eyes following the prints of the 
shoes of the shod horses, And* so about 
noon he led us up to the high land 
•which formed tho divide between the 
Platte and Crow creek. The day was 
clear, hot and fortunately devoid of that 
haze or miraga \vhich so often prevails 
in that region. 


"Now, boss," said Bow Legs, "get 


out your glass and take n squint down 
across 'bout 15 or 20 miles ahead. The 
Indians have only been riding at a jog, 
and they ought to be in sight." 


As I was superintendent of a large 


round up, I always carried in iny saddle 
holsters a signal service glass of first 
| rate power. Now, after a moment's 
[scrutiny, n»y binocular happened 
to 


catch the savages just as they were go 
ing over a ridge. 1 had tima to connt 
16 horsemen and a number of led ani 
mala before they disappeared. 


"Only 16 of 'em!" said Bow Legs. 


"Good enough!

It is announced that the cold trust is 


prepared to tak« $400,000,000 of United 
States bonds thfi moment Congress 
authorizes them to be issued. There 
is ao reason, for permitting a syndicate 
composed mainly of foreign money 
lenders to take those bonds. There is 
$100,000,000 worth of silver bullion in 
the Treasury, wtnob should be con- 
verted iuto money as rapidly as the 
silver can be coined at the mints. 
Then the Government should issue at 
least $100,000.000 in Treasury notes. 
These notes would draw interest, and 
if rrude a le«al tender for ail purposes, 
as they should be, would notdepreci 
ate as did the greeub-ioks, because the 
latter were not a legal tender for duties 
on imports. 


When it, is neeesearv to issue bonds 


the people ReuBrolly should be given 
opportunity to purchase them. 'Ihe 
war should not be conducted in (be 
interests of Wall Street. - Th* people 
require more rroney to make times 
lively and encourage new enterprises, 
and the coinaee of the silver bullion 
iu the Treasury and the issuance of a 
hundred millions of Treasury notes 
would be of incalculable benefit to the 
public. Tbe gold trust would object, 
of coarse, as it does to tilt popular 
measures, but Banna and his gang 
should not be permitted to run the 
Government exclusively in their inter- 
ests. 


The silver men in Congress sbonld 


insist on having the silvpi- bullion 
coined, on issuing $100,000,000 in legal 
tender notes, and on giving the public 
opportunity to purchase bonds by 
making every money order postofflca 
an agency where every person who has 
from flfiy dollars up to invest can 
arrange to place it in Government 
securities.

Montevideo is the capital of Uraguay 


and is situated about 35 degrees south 
of the equator or nearly 4,000 miles 
from Key West. The battleship Ore- 
gon will coal at Montevideo and will 
probably reach Key West in twelve 
days. 


The report that the Montserrat with 


900 Spanish troops was captured on 
Wednesday is now denied. Tbe Mont- 
serrat arrived at Santiago de Cnba and 
landed her troops. They cannot reach 
Havana, however, on account of Gen- 
eral Gomez and his army. 


Portugal has ordered the Spanish 


flotilla to leave the Cape Verde Islands 
as she does not care to be considered 
an ally of Spain. The Nuvy depart- 
ment anticipates the separation of the 
fleet and part of it may try conclu- 
sions with the battleship Oregon. 


The cruiser Detroit captured a Span- 


ish schooner and tugboat yesterday 
morning. It was later discovered that 
the prize was a small Spanish gnnboat 
Ambrosia Bolivar, and tbe capture was 
made by the Monitor Terror. 
The 


prize had $60,000 in silver aboard. 


A report came early yesterday that a 


United States torpedo boat had an en- 
counter with a Spanish gnnboat and 
both were badly injured. Later in the 
day it was learned that the torpedo 
boat Gushing had been ordered north 
trom the blockading squadron at Ha- 
vana for repairs. Naval Cadet Boyd 
who has temporary charge of tbe Gush- 
ing, nnd rtook to show off -her fine 
qualities and the result was broken 
machinery which it will take a month 
to repair,

To the £oard of School Tnutee*— 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith respectfully 
submit my report for the public schools 
0' Reno for the school month ending 
April 15,1898: 


The State Teachers Institute at 


Winnemncca occupied one week of 
the time of our teachers, while the 
pupils were having their 
annual 


spring vacation. 


Though many important matters of 


every-day work in the school-room 
were not touched upon, some excel- 
lent ideas were presented and many 
valuable suggestions were made. Dr. 
Winship of Boston is a most inspiring 
'alker, £hing his Attention largely to 
the importance of developing ibe so- 
called "dull" pupila, and of bringing 
oat the strong points in all pupils—of 
dflveloping each to the best advan- 
tage. Ha is a strong believer in col-

liad chased the font snrvi^ow several 
miles, so much did his.'irtV feee 
erovennatoB their bows and'arrows and 
inferior guns. 


As our Indians were going north we 


were confident they would camp on j 
Crow creek, and we jogged easily alter • 
them. They evidently bad no' fear ot 
pursuit, as tbey were>-tr»veling^in a 
squad and going leisurely. .In fact, snob 
isolated outrages as the one>theyhad| 
just committed usually went unpunish- 
ed in those days, and they 'probably 
thought their crime would not soon be 
discovered, as they - had assailed the 
Rosamonds on an old trail that was lit- 
tle used. , 


At 4 o'clock that afternoon we were 


cautiously trailing within a canyon 
which led through the breaks or bluffs 


by 1 south of Crow creek valley. 
After we 


had ridden for somn two hours down tbe 
arroyo, which deepened and became 
quite rough as we advanced, Bow Legs 
pronounced the trail very fresh. At last* 
he halted just as he was on the torn of 
a sharp corner and motioned for us to 
gallop up. 


As we joined him he gave a wild yen 


and dashed tbe spurs into his horse's 
flanks. Following close in bis wake, 1 
h'ad the valley of Crow creek burst sud- 
denly upon my view, and I saw that the 
Indians bad picketed their ponies and 
pitched a conple of teepees on the banks 
of the stream, some 800 yards away. 
Straight at their camp we charged. 


When r I first, saw them they wera 


scattering in a dash for their ponies. 
We dug spurs into our animals and flew 
at them like rockets. Each of us carried 
a revolver and a Winchester carbine 
with 15 shots in its magazine. 


The evident consternation of the In- 


dians and their rush for their horses 
took all notion of fear out of us. 
We 


went straight for them and began firing 
before half of them had cut their ponies 
loose and mounted them. Those who 
first reached their beasts slashed the 
picket ropes, mounted bareback and gal- 
loped down the creek at their best pace. 
Some of the others, however, were too 
late, and we were fairly npon a half 
dozen of them when they had no more 
than goc to their horses. 


It was not a fight, but a rout, for the 


Indians thought only of escape, and 
nine of them succeeded in getting away. 
We did not follow them, for our ponies 
were worn with travel, and it seemed 
better that Mrs. Bosamond should be 
taken to her scalped husband as soon as 
possible. 


She was unharmed and had been un- 


bound in one of the teepees when our 
firing began. Now she came hurrying 
toward us. I shall never forget the poor 
woman's wonder when we told her that 
her husband was alive. 


"Why, I saw them." And she shud- 


dered and put her hands up as if to hide 
the horrible memory from her eyes. 


"Yes, tbey did," I said. "But he 


will live and be just as well as ever." 


Tbe expression of joy on her face was 


beautiful to see. 


Besides recovering Kosamond's horses 


we captured seven ponies, three spring- 
field carbines, one Winchester and five 
good saddles. 


After a few hours of rest we set out 


for the ranch, which we reached about 
10 o'clock the nest morning. We found 
Bosamond in a high fever and danger- 
ously ilL But, thanks to bis wife's 
nursing, be finally recovered, and for 
two years afterward the conple cooked 
lor us an the ranch, which always seemed 
to me a most prosaio occupation for peo- 
ple who bad come through an adventure 
BO extraordinary s as theirs.—Youth's 
Companion. 


lleef In Peace and War. 


The civil war that raged in onr land 


a third of a century ago operated in a 
diametrically opposite manner on the 
two sections of tbe United States known 
as the southwestern and the northwest- 
ern states. In the former, composed 
chiefly of the state of Texas, all access 
to outside markets was cut off to live 
stock. The Union forces patrolled with 
gunboats the Mississippi river, and no 
herds could be taken across to feed the 
main rebel armies. Cattle could not be 
shipped to Cuba for fear of almost cer- 
tain capture by war vessels on the golf 
.passages, and they could not be safely 
driven north or west. 


So Texas' 8,000,000 cattle multiplied 


like vermin in an army camp upon the 
ranges of Texas, where they ceased to 
have a cash value and became only a,n 
article of barter, 75 head being ex- 
changed for a good saddle horse and 100 
abed for a two horse wagon. The stores 
in the grazing regions exchanged goods 
and wares for them, fixing a ridiculous- 
ly low scale of prices for the live stock, 
payable in goods, etc., from the store. 
Tbis state of affairs continued until two 
years after the war closed. 


In the northwest tbe supply of live 


stock was depleted to feed the Union 
armies, and for two or three years after 
.the close of the war remained scarce 
and dear in price, so that the masses of 
laboring men and factory operatives 
conld scarce afford beef upon their ta- 
bles oftener than once a week, and then 
it was of the cheaper outs of the carcass. 
—"Kings and Queens of tbe Bange."
